Meanwhile, the Dunne régime in Chicago falls steadily in arrears on its 
promises, and sober citizens, whose feet are still on the earth, know very 
well that Tammany’s exploitation of the people’s affairs has led to this 
remarkable outburst of radicalism. Perhaps, when the ownership frenzy 
abates, we shall return to the old doctrine that government is for the pur- 
pose of justice and not plunder, and good, old-fashioned honesty in public 
officials the only short cut to municipal happiness.
